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President’s fall address focuses on future of university

President Gerth focused on key is- 
sues such as the growth of the univer- 
sity’s population and the plans to ex- 
pand and accommodate the increase 
in students at his annual fall address 
last Thursday morning. 

“Last year we had the largest fresh- 
man class in the history of the univer- 
sity, soon to be the second largest,” he 
said. Gerth later added that the ex- 


pected attendance for this fall, includ- 
ing about 21,000 regional and contin- 
uing education student s and 2,100 new 
freshman, is to exceed 46,000 enrolled 
students. 

President Gerth also pointed out 
that projected population in the Sacra- 
mento Valley will increase by one mil- 
lion people over the next 20 years. 
Gerth would like to place an‘emphasis 
on web-based classes to alleviate a pop- 
ulation problem. 


“We need to revisit and refine our 


institutional objectives in distance and 
distributed learning,” he said. “We have 
made a very sizable investment in the 


‘campus’ telecommunications infra- 


structure. Now is the occasion to real- 
ize the results of that investment on 
behalf of our students.” 

President Gerth also announced a 
special program that will address the is- 
sue of diversity on campus. 


“T have designated this academic 


year a ‘ Year of Unity’,’ he said. “A 


unity that celebrates our homogeneity ’ 


and purpose in humanness, respect and 
appreciation of differences among peo- 
ple, not just tolerance, but genuine in- 
tellectual understanding.” 

Gerth also commented on the up- 
coming November election, specifi- 
cally Propositions 38 and 39. 

“This is something I have rarely 
done in my fall address,” he said. “I 
intend to express my support for the 
55% margin for bonds (Proposition 
39) and my opposition to school vouch- 
ers (Proposition 38).” 


President Gerth also took time to 
comment on the recent success of Sac 
State thanks to the 2000 U.S. Olympic 
Track and Field Trials. 

“The trials were enjoyed and wit- 
nessed by millions of people through- 
out the world. This was a spectacular set 
of events, good for the community and 
good for the university,’ Gerth said. 

Gerth also recognized changes and 
additions in the university’s. adminis- 
tration. 

Dr. Bernice Bass de Martinez took 


over as provost and vice president of ac- 
ademic affairs, Catherine Emihovich 
has become the new Dean of Educa- 
tion, and Marilyn Hopkins was pro- 
moted to the Dean of Health and Hu- 
man Services. 

President Gerth closed his speech 
with a promise of great things to come. 

“This will be a full year and a good 
year. Together we will make it a good 
year. You, our students, and this uni- 
versity have our full commitment.”

She has also held positions at Mills College 
in Oakland and Seton Hall University in New 
Jersey. In addition, she has been involved with 
the Indiana Commission on Higher Educa- 
tion, the Indiana ACE National Network of 
Women Leaders and currently serves on the 
Board of Leadership America. 

Bass de Martinez is very happy to be join- 
ing the Sac State administration. 

“I’m absolutely thrilled;’ she said. “TI will 
bring to the position continued enthusiasm and 
excitement.”

Olympic Trials improve campus image

More than $1 million worth of stadium 
improvements, increased access to the 
southern end of campus and electronic 
signs are three highly visible effects of the 
U.S. Olympic Track and Field trials held 
July 14-23. 

The most obvious gain from the event 
is the state-of-the-art track and 400-m prac- 
tice field that were built through a $1.1 
million donation from San Diego Chargers 
owner; Alex G. Spanos. 

 “Tt’s regarded as one of the fastest tracks 


in the world, if not the fastest,” said Brian 
Berger, Sacramento State’s Sports Infor- 
mation director. 

The new track is a relatively new design, 
manufactured by the Italian company, 
Mondo. It is the same track that was used 
in the 1996 Olympics in Atlanta and-the 
one that will be used in the 2000 Olympics 


_ in Sydney. 


“The organizers set up a. really good 
track,” said pole-vaulter Jeff Hartwig. 
In addition to a new track, the campus 
has two new accesses that were built in 
time to accommodate the 163,032 visi- 
tors, who attended the seven days of track 


and field events. 

At the far southern end of campus, a 
new road was built that connects the cam- 
pus directly to Folsom Blvd. Although 
the construction of the road was a univer- 
sity project, the city paid for the street- 
lights. 

Howard Harris, the associate vice pres- 
ident of facilities management was un- 
available for comment on the cost of the 
project. 

Another new access to Sac State is the 
Hornet Crossing underpass, a pedestrian 
and bicycle tunnel that connects the 65th 
Street Light Rail station to State Universi- 


ty Drive West. The tunnel not only connects 
the campus to the Light Rail, it also con- 
nects to a number of bicycle routes. 

The access was built with the Federal 
Transportation Efficiency Act and city 
matching funds. 

Another new addition that popped up on 
campus before the trials are electronic traf- 
fic signals. 

The signs are to help manage traffic 
flows, said Robert Jones. vice president 
of university affairs. = 

The $46,700 signs were funded through 
parking related revenue, according to Jones.

Upgraded computers and more lab assistants 
are among the changes being made as the 
University Computing and Communications 
Services department prepares for the new 
semester. 

UCCS successfully upgraded the Pentium 133 
computers in the Tahoe Hall computer labs to 
Pentium III 667 machines to make the computers 
faster and more efficient. 

In addition, the department is currently 
accepting applications for several new lab 
assistants. 

“We plan to hire about five more 
people,” said Joe Hooper, a senior at 
Sacramento State and one of four 
Lab Assistant Supervisors for 
UCCS. “That’s about average, 
because some students graduate.” 

UCCS currently employs 
approximately 60 lab assistants 
during the fall and spring semesters 
and 20 assistants during the winter 
and summer sessions, Hooper said.

information technology consultant for arts and 
letters, said art and design students will no longer 
use the labs in Mendocino Hall.

ASI to open new access center in Union

Associated Students Inc. is opening 
another Student Access Center locat- 
ed in the University Union. The open- 
ing is tentatively scheduled for the week 
after Labor Day weekend. 

Like the original center in the hi- 
brary, which was started three years 
ago, it is intended to help students get 
acquainted with Sacramento State and 
its community. 

Students can either search or fill 
out postings for roommates and apart- 
ments or find job opportunities. Phones 
are also available for students, for local 
calls only, to use in their search for 
housing or jobs. The hours of operation 
have not yet been set. : 

The new SAC will provide infor- 
mation on scholarships and volunteer 
opportunities. The new center is lo- 
cated in the space that used to be oc- 
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cupied by the Copy Graphics Center 
next to The Store and will share space 
with Smart Cuts Hair Salon. 

Ericka Anglin, director of SAC, said 
the site was chosen because of its lo- 
cation. 

“We thought the new location 
would be a great opportunity because 
it’s extremely visible,’ Anglin said. 

ASI President Jason Bryant believes 
that the Union is a perfect fit for the 
new center. 

“When students go to the library, 
they are there to study. The Union is a 
more suitable environment for SAC 
because it’s surrounded with student 
life,’ Bryant said. 

The program is funded through stu- 
dent fees and is managed and run by 
ASI personnel. 

The decision to split the space was 
due to financial reasons and since 
Smart Cuts Hair Salon also wanted the 
vacant spot, ASI was able to work out 





a compromise with the hair salon. 

“The library is more cost efficient 
per square feet to rent than the Union,” 
Bryant said. 

The Copy Graphics Center in the 
Union, run by Copy Graphics located 
next to the River Front Market, was 
considered a satellite location. The lo- 
cation was not popular enough to keep 
open. 

Jim Luckett, manager of Copy 
Graphics, said people were not going 
there to use all the services available 
such as binding and other services. The 
self-service copy machines were what 
students needed. 

“So we decided to leave the spot 
and leave the self service copy ma- 
chines in the first and second level of 
the Union Lobby. Sometime next week 
we will be upgrading the machines in 
the Union lobby to better assist the stu- 
dents,” Luckett said. 








Health Center extension set 


to open in University Union

The Student Health Center will 
open up a satellite health center in the 
University Union this fall, according to 
health center administration. The target 
date for the opening is Wednesday, 
Nov. 1, although it will likely be pushed 
back to Nov. 15. 

Health Center director Joyce Harris 
is in the process of obtaining the nec- 
essary endorsements and conducting 
contract negotiations to realize the satel- 
lite health center. The Student Health 
Center is “literally taking health care to 
the students,” Harris said. 

The satellite health center will be lo- 
cated where Smart Cuts was on the 
first floor of the University Union. 
Smart Cuts will vacate its space during 
the first week of September and then 
structural changes will have to be made 
by Facilities Management before the 
Health Center can move in. The re- 
modeling will take approximately six 
to eight weeks. 

According to: Darlene Spencer, 
satellite health center management, 
there will be two registered nurses and 
one nurse practitioner to provide med- 
ical, nursing and counseling services. 


Immunizations and health screen- 
ings will be given in the new center. In 
addition, there will be wellness pro- 
motion and nutrition education. Up- 
per respiratory care including treat- 
ment for colds, flu, sore throat, allergies 
and asthma will be provided. First aid 
such as minor cuts (those not requiring 
sutures) and burns will also be treated 
at the satellite health center. Health 
Center staff encourage student sug- 
gestions for other services that would 
be beneficial. 

During a recent immunizations 
drive on the breezeway, Health Cen- 
ter staff learned that many students do 
not know where the Health Center is lo- 
cated or that services are available to 
students who do not have the Aug- 
mented Student Health Care Plan. 
Some students were unable to make it 
to that side of the campus. 

Spencer, a former Nursing Super- 
visor at the Health Center, envisions a 
student service-oriented facility to reach 
more members of the student body. 
According to Spencer, it may not be 
possible to furnish all of the services re- 


quested, but she is responsive to student 


suggestions. 
Spencer has planned to work in the 
satellite center since the concept first 


arose. 

On Sept. 7, the University Union 
will hold an open house where the 
health center staff will be on site to ad- 
minister outreach surveys to get stu- 
dent input. A separate survey will so- 
licit student ideas for names for the 
center. Information on the progress of 
the satellite health center can be ob- 
tained from the Health Center, as it be- 
comes available. 

The Student Health Center is lo- 
cated on State University Drive near the 
J Street entrance to the campus. Stu- 
dents may see a primary care clinician 
for most health services at no charge, 
as the student health fee is part of reg- 
istration. 

Augmented services are also avail- 
able at rates below those of the com- 
munity at large. Services such as elec- 
tive physicals, audiograms, laboratory 
work, optometry, cryosurgery, and or- 
thopedic supplies are available for a 
fee. However, those services are free of 
charge with the Augmented Health 
Plan. There is also a fee for use of the 
pharmacy. A valid CSUS OneCard is 
required to use the Health Center. For 
more information call, (916) 278-6461 
or visit the home page at 
www.csus.edu/hith.

chicken tenders at McDonald's are not 
only gourmet fare but an event, and 
every color in the rainbow needs to be 
clearly identified and discussed, espe- 
cially when involved in the selection of 
paint for the home remodeling proj- 
ect. (Do you have any idea how many 
colors of paint they sell at Home De- 
pot?) 

A day with my granddaughter re- 
minds me of what keeps me hooked on 





being in the classroom. It's a much ‘ 


more-mature — but still marvelous — 
sense of wonder and discovery on the 
part of CSUS students keeps me re- 
turning semester after semester to cam- 
pus. While it's true that starting over 
with beginning students can be a grind 
(Didn't they learn this last semester?), 
there is always a moment early in the 
term when a student confesses to how 
exciting the topic of the class is and 
how much they are looking forward 
to the semester. (This, of course, usu- 
ally happens in almost one-to-one con- 
versation. It's never has been particu- 
larly acceptable for a student to 
publicly admit to reading a text, and, 
unbelievably, enjoying it!). 


In my first semester of teaching 
nearly 20 years ago, I was discouraged 
early on because only a handful stu- 
dents in my classes seemed to be real- 


ly interested. Despite my best efforts, I . 


could not make all the students as ex- 
cited about Journalism and writing as 
I was. There were a few, of course, and 
they sat in the front of the class, asking 
questions. 

That same semester I was assigned 
by a magazine to cover the political 
campaign of Gore Vidal, a candidate 
for U.S. Senate in the primary and a 
well-known historian and novelist. In a 
conversation with Vidal and other jour- 
nalists on education, Vidal told me not 
to worry so much. "Civilization," he 
said, "is carried on from generation to 
generation by less than 5 percent of 
the population at any given time. Make 
sure those students in the front row 
learn their lessons. They are tomor- 
row's journalists." 

Gore Vidal's successes as a novelist 
and historian even then gave a lot of 
weight to his observations. (His polit- 
ical fortunes flamed out in the primary, 
however, and he went back to the books 
fulltime.) But as comforting as his sta- 
tistics were for me at that time, the 
concept has always bothered me. Why 
couldn't an entire creative writing class 
all write novels that knock the socks off 
the reading public? Why couldn't all of 
our science students revamp notions 
of genetics, our musically inclined 
students create perfect sonatas? 

Every semester as I begin again, I 
always think this is the semester that 
Sacramento State could beat statistics. 


Good luck this semester to all stu- 


dents and faculty. 
And to hell with the statistics.

Goodbye to Sac State — and Corporate State U

With an aching heart, but a heart 
brimming with gratitude, I’m saying 
goodbye to Sac State. And with a sigh 
of reliefanda shudder of fear and ap- 
prehension, I’m saying goodbye to The 
Corporate State U. 

I always liked the name Sac State. 
It had a brown bag quality, modest, 
unpretentious, nourishing, simple, kind 
of square. Twenty years ago hop fields 
came up to the edge of campus, far 
fewer buildings, modest, utilitarian, 
with windows that opened! Tuition 
was cheap. Low overhead, low man- 
agement costs. A public space. 

I’m idealizing it for sure — colored 


by all the excitement of the first years 
of teaching — but teaching was the 
heart of Sac State. It was hard work, 


yes, but classes were small-ish and the 


winds of change of the 60s opened 
new ways of looking at things — ethnic 
writers and women writers and non-lit- 
erary expressions. There was a feel- 
ing of openendedness and experiment. 

That modest campus is gone now, 
malled by the corporate mentality. We 
move now on campus, as we do 
through the rest of our spaces, in the 
sea of 10,000 “buy me” messages that 
we ingest every day. 

The campus is now a visible man- 
ifestation of the Maxxamizing pres- 
sure of Corporate State U. Maxxam- 
nizing was developed by Barry Munitz 
in the deals he made as second in com- 
mand to Charles Hurwitz of Maxxam 
that left a moonscape of old growth 
redwood stumps. When Munitz was 


appointed Chancellor of the CSU, I 
thought, in my naivete, that the trustees 
must not know his past, but it turned 
out that’s why they selected him. Mu- 
nitz came as agent of the larger cor- 
poration/conservative move to defund 
public education and drive it into the 
hands of the profiteers. 

Maxxamizing moves resources 
from any enterprise from the many at 
the bottom to the few at the top. I knew 
giant corporations were making bil- 
lions marketing the bio- and cyber-tech 
discoveries of the UCs. But I didn’t 
know how Munitz was going to 
squeeze profits out of dear old Sac 
State. . 

Turns out the profits at Sac State 
were to come from commodifying the 
process itself, turning classes into 
courseware: videotapes, CDs — re- 
quiring expensive hardware to make, 
distribute, and run on — with eternal up- 


grades, of course. Voila — Distance Ed- 
ucation and the Virtual U — which 
transfers millions in tuition fees and 
taxpayer dollars to the giant tech corps. 

It’s a bottom Ime matter. The Virtual 
U needs hardly an high-cost, argu- 
mentative professors. Interacting face 
to face with students is too expensive 
a luxury (too thought-provoking?) for 
the working class students at the State 
Us. 

Insidiously, the transformation of 
Sac State into the Corporate State U is 
another ominous step in concentrat- 
ing control of information, knowledge, 
and understanding in corporate hands. 
As Sac State courses are turned into 
courseware, future content providers 
must remember that whoever controls 
the medium controls the message. 

Barry Munitz laid out the values 
of the Corporate State U clearly in a

document with the bloodyminded 
title, Managing Transformation in an 
Age of Social Triage. 

Munitz quoted a “ leading corporate 
CEO who has engineered massive re- 
structuring at two of America’s largest 
companies: I have concluded that there 
are three and only three things in the 
end that matter to those key employees 
upon who essential change rests: pride, 
fear, and greed.” 

Is this what we want for the State 
University? 

Clearly fear, pride and greed are 
powerful emotions. For sure, I’ve felt 
them all at high intensities. But as mo- 
tivating and deeply human as they are, 
I also know they are states of this dis- 
ease — on the physical level alone: heart 
damaging, contracting, stiffening, stuff- 
ing, tensing, hardening. 

On the psychological level, they are 
states of separation and self-alienation. 

So to me, if it continues to exist, if 
it’s going to deserve to continue to ex- 
ist, Sac State must be not a field/bat- 


tleground for fear, pride and greed, but - 


an antidote. 

We see the effects in our students. In 
my remedial writing classes, I’ve come 
to know hundreds of bright but highly 
distracted and distractable, mentally 
and physically malnourished, media - 
rich and experience-poor students. 
Many have never had a conversation 
where one person questions and talks 
and the other questions and comments 
back. 

So anyone teaching anything these 
days is engaged in remediating an over- 
mediated culture. It’s not just the con- 
tent of the mass media, which is most- 
ly trash, but the actual mediums 
themselves and the ways they’re used 





minishing our powers of attention and 
perception: 

The pleasures and challenges of the 
life of the mind can be an alternative to 
the consumerism that is devouring the 
world. Sac State is imperfect — like any 
institution — but it is still a place where 
this kind of aliveness is possible. 

Where else but at a live university 
will you be among numbers of people 
who find pleasure in researching and 
reading and reflecting and talking 
things out, who focus on info from out- 
side corporate mass culture, who can 
perhaps suggest a non-Maxxamizing 
view of the world, other values than 
fear, pride and greed, something more 
interesting than shopping? 

To face the perilous future , the kind 
of learning most needed has every- 
thing to do with slowing down, paying 
attention, depth and reflection: with

seeing through the corporate media 
fantasies;with recognizing all kinds of 
connections; with the process of com- 
municating, questioning, informing, 
responding, guiding — with a human 
interactivity that depends on presence. 

Against the obvious powers of fear, 
pride, and greed — with hundreds of 
billions of dollars behind them — Sac 
State at its best nourishes mind, atten- 
tion, reflection--and feelings: heart and 
art. : 

These last are perhaps more our 
specialty in Lit teaching than in other 
parts of the U — though of course there’s

ple of division — Corporate Rule — is de- 
liberately visiting enormous suffering, 
not just on us but on those powerless 
billions in the world whose misery 
makes our luxury, whose lack makes 
our glut. 

But the good news is that systems 
theorists say that so long as a system is 
stable, or at equilibrium, you can’t 
change it, but as it moves toward dise- 
quilibrium — as ours is doing rapidly-- 
and falls into chaos, then the slightest 
bit of coherent energy can bring it into 
a new Structure. 

In the cracks there is space for re- 
sistance — for the smaller, more local, 
more human structures we must make 
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to sustain life on the planet. 
I see those of us lucky enough to

Is this team 
for real?

Fall semester 2000 for Sac State 
sports fans means one thing: Time for 
Football! | 

Last season, we watched as the 
Hornets took the field with confidence, 
and their amazing offense gave us a 
glimpse of what a good football team 
is—and-should be. They finished the 
season 6-5, the first winning record 
put up by a Sac State football team 
since they entered the Division 1-AA 
ranks in 1993. Now it’s time to see 
what this team can really do. 

Now it’s time to see if the 6-5 sea- 
son from a year ago was a building 
block. 

Now it’s time to see if it was just the 
first of many mediocre seasons where 
the team struggles to make the .500 
mark. 

Don’t get me wrong, there is a lot 
to be excited about. There are a lot of 
reasons to believe that this team has 
what it takes to make the post-sea- 
son—evyen make a run at the Big Sky 
Championship. They’ve been picked to 
finish third in the Big Sky, and ranked 
in the pre-season polls as the #27 di- 
vision 1-AA team in the country. But 
let’s not settle for another 6-5 season. 
Head coach Jon Volek isn’t. He’s ex- 
pecting big things from his squad and 
so should the fans. Here’s why: 

Not only does the-team have All- 
American Charles Roberts back to try 
and break the NCAA rushing record, 
but Ricky Ray is coming off an in- 
credible season, and he has three re- 
turning receivers in seniors Lamont 
Webb and Scott Towne, along with 
sophomore Gary Austin Jr. With those 
three returning and Roberts taking a 
bigger role as a receiver, Ray should be 
able to lead the team to an even more 
effective passing game, and continue to 
build on the success of last year. The 
offensive line took a hit with three 
studs in Tim Conley, Lonnie Paxton 
and Jon Osterhout moving on to NFL 
training camps, but the new line should 
hold to form. Terence Wagner, a pre- 
season All-American, anchors the 
“*hammerheads,”’ and they should do a 
good job making sure that Roberts 
gets around the corner, and Ray has 
time to throw. 

However, while the offense is sol- 
id, not to mention exciting (they’re go- 
ing to score points,) the defense is a 
question mark. Volek has been vocal 


_about the fact that the team lost four of 


its five games in 1999 by a combined 
total of a measly 13 points. He was 
alluding, of course, that his team of a 
year ago was better than its 6-5 record 
showed. However, what seems to go 
unnoticed is that in those four games 
the Hornet defense got tore up from the 
floor up. They got worked over for 
170 points in those losses (42.5 points 
per game). That’s the type of defense 
that makes a 6-5 team, and also one 
that makes those 13 points a little bit 
less significant. 

So let’s see how the defensive side 
of the ball shapes up. In the Big Sky 
Conference, defense is a rare sight, 
but defense is what will make the dif- 
ference between a 6-5 team and per- 
haps a 10-1 team. Can the‘Hornets of

Not only is the OneCard Sacramento State’s official photo identification card, 
it’s also used to purchase food and beverages from campus eateries, make dis- 
counted photocopies for less than 10 cents and attend sporting events for 
free. The OneCard can also be used as a library card as well. 

The OneCard was introduced to faculty and staff in November of 1997 and 
rolled out to students in January of 1998. 

Attached to the OneCard are many useful features such as riding the Sacra- 
mento Regional Transit buses and the light rail train to any destination at no 
charge. All that is needed is the current semester sticker attached to the card. 

Depositing funds into the OneCard now serves as a debit card as well. To 
open a OneCard debit account just make a cash deposit of $5.00 or more into 
the account in the OneCard center, in the library on the first floor or in Lassen 
Hall on the first floor. The OneCard center will also accept check deposits ei- 
ther mailed or brought in. 

The advantages of using the OneCard as a debit card is that cardholders can 
use it to purchase beverages from Pepsi vending machines located in such halls 
as Lassen and Riverside, purchase food from campus eateries like Burger 
King or The Union Store, and make discounted photocopies at more than 50 
campus photocopiers. © : 

Another benefit to having a OneCard is that it can also be used in the 
Hornet Bookstore. It’s very convenient for making textbook purchases and shop- 
ping for Sac State apparel. Ronald Grant, director of support services, said a 
lot of people are using the OneCard as a debit card. Grant mentioned that at 
least two or three times a year OneCard holders are given discounts at specific 
campus eateries for about a week at a time. 

Holders of the OneCard can also attend sporting events for free, versus the 
public who has to pay. The OneCard can be used as a long distance calling card 
through the AT&T Calling Card feature. The feature is completely free to add 
to the card. The only cost to the student comes from actually using the calling 
card. Bury 

There is a one time processing fee of $5 for the OneCard. The center is lo- 
cated on the south side of Brighton Hall and has flexible hours to cater to stu- 
dents needs. Regular semester hours are Monday and Tuesday from 10 a.m. 
to 7 p.m. and Wednesday through Friday from, 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. For more in-

Students currently enrolled at Sacramento State may take advantage of the med- 
ical, educational and psychological health services and programs offered at the 
Student Health Center on campus, often at no charge. 

Each semester students automatically pay a health service fee as part of their 
registration fee, which covers the treatment of common illnesses and injuries. This 
semester’s health services fee is $38. Additional services such as physical ex- 
aminations, immunizations, optometry exams, X-rays and physical therapy are 
offered for a fee. Optometry exams are $24 and X-rays are $15. 

Students may choose to pay $20 for the Augmented Health Plan during reg- 
istration or during the first two weeks of classes which would waive many of the 
fees for the additional services. The plan may be purchased at the cashier’s of- 
fice in Lassen Hall. 

Birth control services and information are also offered at the health center. Fe- 
male students may receive birth control pills, diaphragms and Depo-Provera In- 
jections. Condoms may be purchased at the pharmacy. 

“Every student who begins taking birth control for the first time must attend 
one of our birth control education classes,” said Joyce Harris, health center di- 
rector. “We want to give our students an overview of all the different methods of 
birth control so that they can make an informed choice on what they want to use.” 

Many health education programs are offered including drug prevention ed- 
ucation, HIV testing and sexual health and wellness. 

“Tt is an important goal for this department to expand its role into an educa- 
tional learning site and to provide our students with information and resources 
that will facilitate positive behavioral health changes,” Harris said. 

' Counseling services are available free of charge, including couples counsel- 
ing, family counseling, group therapy and support groups. Students may stop by 
the drop-in clinic Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and Friday from 10 a.m. to 11:45 
a.m. and from 1 p.m. to 2:45 p.m. and on Wednesdays from 1 p.m. to 2:45 p.m. 

Students can feel comfortable going to the health center as all medical 
records are kept strictly confidential. 

“We offer a very confidential service at the health center and don’t share a pa- 
tient’s information with anyone,” Harris said. “We make every effort to protect 
our patient’s privacy.” 

To be seen at the health center, a student must present a valid CSUS OneCard. 

Primary and urgent care patients generally will be seen on a walk-in basis, while 
annual exams, physical exams and optometry exams are by appointment. One 
may schedule an appointment by calling (916) 278-6461. 

The health center is open Monday through Thursday, 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m 
and is located on the northwest sidewf campus in parking lot 1. In November, 
a new Satellite health center will open in the University Union. 

For students who don’t have health insurance, and because the health center 
can’t provide every important service, such as the treatment of major illnesses 
and injuries, ASI offers a Student Accident and Sickness Insurance Plan. Under 
the plan, students may purchase medical insurance for themselves, their children 
and their spouses at reasonable rates. 

“When students hit 23 or 24 years of age, and are no longer covered by their 
parents. This is usually one of the best buys for the amount of coverage the stu- 
dents get,” said John Roberts, ASI accounting manager.

You must turn in an add slip or enroll 
through CASPER to receive credit for 
the class. The department office of 


your class will have add permit slips for 


you to fill out. After obtaining your 
professor’s signature, turn it in to the 
department by Sept. 8. Any classes 
added after this date will need ‘seri- 
ous and compelling’ reasons attached 
to the petition to add, and will have to 
be approved by the department chair. In 
order to create the least possible stress 
for yourself, just turn your add slips in 
before Sept.8. 

Dropping classes is a much sim- 
pler process, but make sure that if you

need to drop a class, you do it before the 
deadline of Sept. 8. There is no such 


thing as an automatic drop. If you fail 


to drop a class you will receive a fail- 


ing grade of “U” or “E” Don’t assume 


that just because you do not show up 
for a class that you have been dropped. 
Teachers do have the ability to drop 
you, but are not required to do so. All 
that you need to do is call CASPER 
with your course call number and use 
the 3* function. After you are done, 
press 9* and you are dropped.

Before you know it, your first paper is go- 
ing to be due, but the Sacramento State Li- 
brary has the resources to get you through it. 

The library, besides its obvious multitude of 
books, has a variety of services to offer. The in- 
dex system, Eureka, can find books by titles, au- 
thor, and subjects and is able to tell if it has 
been checked out or not. Eureka will give you 
the location of the book in the library as well. 
If the library does not have a book, it may be 
possible to get the book from another Califor- 
nia State University through interlibrary loans. 
Students are also able to check their circulation 
record in Eureka. There are approximately 50 
Eureka work stations in the library for student 
convenience. 

Computers linked to the internet are avail- 
able on the second floor, for research purposes 
only. There are 25-30 stations. 

“Time limits may soon be enforced to 30 
minutes,” said Linda Goff, the library instruc- 
tion librarian. 

According to Goff, this will be to keep stu- 
dents focused on research, rather than person- 
al e-mails and browsing the web for pleasure. 

Personal research appointments with li- 
brarians are available to students needing help 
with large projects. The librarians from each ma- 
jor have cards available at the reference desk. 

The reference desk is located on the second 
floor and is always staffed with someone to 
help out students. | 

Goff wants to make clear that the people at 
the reference desk are there to help. 

“T hear students every day begin their ques- 
tion with, ‘I know this is a dumb question, 
but...’ and this is after they have been search- 
ing for 20 minutes or more. Questions are not 
dumb. Please, always ask if you need help.

UTAPS is very positive about the different 
modes of transportation offered and is really 
hoping students take advantage of the different 
options, said Nancy Fox, director of UTAPS. 

The largest transportation program is the 
contract made between Regional Transit bus 
and light rail services and Sacramento State. The 
contract allows students to ride RT’s bus and 
light rail system for free when they present a 
OneCard with a current semester sticker. The 
buses and light rail trains run routes from all over 
the Sacramento area which take students di- 
rectly to campus. This contract with RT is paid 
for by parking pass fees. 

_ University faculty and staff also have the 
option of riding on the RT system with the pur- 
chase of a $10 pass. This pass gives them un- 
limited riding privileges for a six-month period. 
The program, which began last year, is con- 
sidered a success by the university.

“We sell roughly 250 faculty RT passes per 
six-month period,’ Fox said. 

UTAPS also offers a shuttle service to the 
students free of charge. The Hornet Express 
has three xcutes that run through the Fol- 
som/Watt area and the Howe/Arden/Fulton ar- 
eas. The shuttle stops ou mc average at each stop 
every 30 minutes. The shuttle service has six 
buses total, usually runisi..g ¢ "tT buses among 
the three routes. UTAPS has a map of the routes 
and schedules posted on its Web site at 
www.csus.edu/utaps. A Hornet Express 
brochure is also available at the UTAPS office 
in Foley Hall. 

Students who live outside of the Sacramen- 
to area also have the option to ride public trans- 
portation, avoiding the long commute and try- 
ing to find a parking space. 
Neighboring regions, including 
Yolo, Sutter and San Joaquin 
counties, offer bus services to the 
Downtown Sacramento Area 
from which students can take RT 
to the campus. 

Students who prefer not to rely 
on public transportation can still 
help prevent a parking crisis by 
participating in Sac State’s car- 
pool program. The benefit to car- 
pooling is that a group of students 
can split the cost of a parking per- 
mit. A special sticker is added to 


the permit for car-poolers. Parking spaces are lo- 
cated in Lot 2, across from the Drama building 
and in Lot 4, across from the University Union. 
Carpool spaces will also be added to two future 
parking structures, according to Fox. 

Students interested in starting or joining a 
carpool can get in touch with others in their 
area by calling 1-800-COMMUTE or checking 
the carpool message board on UTAPS’ Web 
site. 

For those students who choose to exercise on 
their way to school, recent restorations to the 
American River Parkway and the completion of 
the Guy West Plaza have made access to the 
campus for bicyclists and pedestrians much 
easier.
